The beauty of a town or city in 
^ Smith Florida is more u matter of 
taste of the people living in that 
town or city, than it i* a matter of 
dollars and cents. In other words, a 
tasty, cheap cottage surrounded by a 
neat lawn, shrubbery and flower* b 
mote attractive than a pretmious 
^ house set in a barren sand waate of 
surrounded by weed*, 

By planting trees, flowers and 
shrubbery every hamlet in South 
Florida could be made a beautiful 
apot. Nature lia* done wonder* for 
South Florida, and if man will do lit* 
part it could he made an Eden 
Every village, town and city one 
*cci Is marred by rough buildings— 
Warehouses, packing houses, etc, and 
rough, high board fences, vnthought- 
edty the owners of such building* 
conclude that they arc simply mat¬ 
ters of convenience, and it makes no 
difference about tbeir appearance and 
instead of attempting to make them 
f at least passably attractive they al 
low pAtent medicine, cigarette and to 
bacco sign* to be lacked on them. 

A stranger visiting the town might 
conclude by reading these signs that 
every one living in the town had the 
chills, liver troubles or piles. In 
short, these *lgns are enough to nan* 
scale any person, liuk this »* not the 
'vneM of it. The signs are tacked up 
by one nervy traveler, and in • few 
weeks another one comes along, pull- 
Inug down the old signs and lacking 
up new ones, and the old ones arc at 
lowed to litter the street 

A real patriotic citizen should feel 
ashamed to own any building or fence 
that Is an eye-sore to a town, hut It 
circumstances are *urh that he feels 
he must retain such building he 
should have town pride enough to 
make It look as presentable as possi¬ 
ble. Instead of having it coveted 
with repulsive signs he could at least 
have it wbtewashed. 

Suppose our town was made up of 
just such buddings aa you see these 
obnoxious signs tacked gn v>hat # 
would property be wi*rtb? 

Is ft not plain to any right think 
ing man that the citism who will in- 
'wist in having a rough building in town 
and allowing it to be used as a bill 


board for patent mbedicinc and to 
bacco drummers ia simply undoing 
ih. work of the citiicns who Invest 
1 .icir money in building an attractive 
building? One is a benefactor: you 

• an name the other yourself. 

VVc do mu believe any cititens Is 
allowing hi* tiuitding to t»e an eye-

• nrr for the town, hut ainiply because 
I v is good-nature d and when a smooth 
talking drummer come* along It l« 
< aster and more pleasant to give hint 
permission than it Is to refuse to allow 
Mm to tack signs on a rough building 
or a fence. 

This criticism is not being made to 
injure the feelings of any citizen, but 
simply to wake them up to the fart 
that they are allowing lakirs to mar 
1 lie looks of the town. Tear off the 
sign* from these old building* and 
have the bupilding whitewashed. It 
will coat but little, give work to some 
man. and will add to the appearance 
i»f oar town. You owe this to the 
people of the town. 

The city ordinance is very plain 
this subject. No one Is allowed to 
tack up signs or bills without the per- 
mission of the mayor, and property 
owner, and the Advocate editor will 
give th r first policeman that succeed*

We arc opposed to repulsive patent 
medicine advertisements being thrust 
before the people, and etch year turn 
down hundred* of dollar* worth of 
such advertising offered this aper.

Store Fruit in a Cave 

. 

\ dispatch from Itaincs City to the 
Titiu's-Uninn says' 

"J. W Sample, accompanied by .?. 
H. Briggs, of Lake Wales, wilt leave 
Sunday for Kentucky to investigate a 
cave formerly owned by Capt. J, II 
Briggs, of Russellville. Ky.. with a 
view to storing quite a quantity of 
fruit for distribution next summer. 
This cave is «aid to maintain ^ year- 
round temperature of forty-eight de¬ 
cree*. the atmosphere being perfectly 
dry. It 1* anticipated that thi* cave 
will serve a long felt want for the 
citrus fruit grower* of Florida, as the 
matured fruit may be stored there at 
any time during the winter and taken 
out at any time the following summer 
when the best prices will prevail. 
This matter was brought before the 
Florida Citrus Exchange, about two 
years ago. with a view to storing fruit 
until such time a« it would bring a 
•atlsfactory price in the market, hut 
n.. action was taken by them. It is 
Lfiticipated that they will consider 
this matter in the near future. It has 
been demonstrated that this cave has 
had lemons stored in it foe a period 
of two years, after which time they 
w ere taken out in perfect condition. 
Mr. Sample expect s to return to 
IIAllies City within a week, at which 
time he will make a full report of his 
findings. 


The partaking of a slice of pine- 
••pplc after a meal is quite In acc»rd- 
i'tuv with pliysioh’giial indications, 
•luce fresh pineapple juice contains a 
remarkably active digestive principle 
»itii:lar to pepsin. The principle has 
been termed "bromclln,’’ and so pow. 
erful is iu action on proteids that it 
will digest as much as 1.000 times its 
weight within a few hours. Its diges¬ 
tive activities varies with the kind of 
pr. tcid to which it is subjected. \Vficn 
a slice of fresh pineapple is placed 
upon a raw beefsteak the surface of 
the Steak becomes gradualy gelatin- 
1 us. owing to the digestive action of 
the onrytne of the juice. 

Of course, digestive agents exist 
also In other fruits, but when it is con. 
side red that an averag sized pineap¬ 
ple will yield nearly two pints ol 
juice it will he seen that the digestive 
*Cth»n of the whole fruit must be 
< norm- iu, T he activity of this pecu 
bar digestive agent 1* destroyed iu 
1 he cooke l pineapple, but unless the 
pineapple is preserved by heat there 
»s no reason why the tinned fruit 
diuuld not retain the digestive power. 
Unlike pepsin, the digestive princi¬ 
ple of the pineapple will operate in 
.n acid, neutral, or even alkaline me¬ 
dium. according to the kind of pru- 
♦ rids to which it is presented. It may 
therefore he assumed that the pine¬ 
apple enzyme would not only aid tile 
work and digestion In the stomach 
but would enminttv that action In the 
intestinal tract. Pineapple, it may be 
added, contains much indigestible 
matter of the nature of woody filter, 
but it is quite possible that the de- 
ci'Vdly digest is-•• properties of th* 
juice compensate for this fact.—Pen- 
♦aeota Journal

Uncovered Land 
Loses Fertility 

Why should the farmer grow win¬ 
ter cover crops? F. S. Pace, district 
agent for the University of Florida 
Extension Division, says that fully 
one-third of the fertility oi the soil 
is tost when the loud is exposed dur¬ 
ing winter. In the North, cover crops 
are ta'-cd to prevent washing and 
to provide green manuring crops in 
the spring. There is an additional 
reason lot growing cover crops in 
Florida. The soil organisms remain 
active through the winter. In the 
North freezes inactivate them soon 
after the crop is harvested. 

in a large section of thr South the 
organisms continue to liberate plant 
food, because the soil never gets cold 
enough to stop them. Furthermore, 
the soil is light, airy ami warm—con¬ 
ditions favorable to greot activity. If 
no plants arc on the soil to take up 
the plant food a* it is liberate! the 
rains come and wash it away. Cover 
crop* collect most of thi* food and 
prevent further loss by retarding the 
percolation of surface water down¬ 
ward. 

About the only crops that cun he 
sown now are oat* and rye. It is 
too late for the legume*. Among the 
varieties of oats which can he sown 
are red mat-proof, "too-bushel," app- 
ler. and fulghum. The last litre* are 
on spring of the red mat-proof. The 
fulghuiu is about three weeks earlier 
than the others. 

Rye as well as oats should he sown 
from home-grown seed. Try Abrug. 
ci rye if it can be obtained. It has 
promised well for southern climates. 
It produces good pasture and makes 
earlier vegetable growth than the 
common rye —Agricultural News Ser¬ 
vice.

Test Soil for Acidity 


Moat Florida .oil, are acid. In 
•ome localities, however, the acidity 
• ( the .oil may not be proved. The 
farmer can prove whether or 
not hi. .oil i. acid by a aimple test- 
Place two or three .trip, of litmus 
paper, both red and hide, which may 
be obtained at a local dm* .tore, on 
u piece of window pane. Spread over 
thee .nine of the soil in question. 
The .oil .honld be moist, but not 
wet. It t. advisable to procure dry 
soil and use distilled water, which 
ha. l-ren recently boiled, to moisten 
it. OtherwUe the water i„ apt to 
contain acid, or alkalic. which will 
influence the teat. 

I cav, the .oil on the litmus .ever. 
al minute., lty looking through the 
gla,s one can tell what action i. tak¬ 
ing place. The blue paper I. turned 
red by acid and the red i, turned b'.te 
by the alkalic. The degree of acidity 
or alkalinity can be judged to tome 
extent by the rapidity with -..hich the 
change take, place. Ji t,.o paper be- 
come, red immediately the roll i« 
very acid; If It turn, slightly pink in 
iive to fifteen minute, the toil i« only

• • beautified with alt kinds of eve»- 
yreen hushes *hruh* and trees, rtpc* 
ritllj pahn* The most beautiful f* 
the royal {•aim. It looks like it ha<! 
brm made to order hy masonry, then 

• •I t» it* place The avocado pear 
and the maiitffi tree* arc In almost 
every >ard. Surely thi* is a tropical 
eltmatv. 

N\k went on th. McGregor t*c»ulr- 
yard a short distance, passed Tho* 

I dirrot a winter home, the ground* a 
dense tangle of royal palm, eocoanut 
mango and other trees. This h- in. 
has a fine river front as well a* being 
on the boulevard I was informed that 
Mr*. McGregor gave one million dol¬ 
lar* towards the construction of this 
beautiful boulevard. It is what they 
all a sand-oil rood, hut using shell 
instead of sand. The length of this 
mad i» eighteen mile*. 

After dinner xvr visited *evcr*l 
lovely yards, saw many varieties of 
the croton fthruh, a foliage plant, the 
leave* of which are many colors and 
*.i thr of th«* mint* 

plant. 

fine of the finest ground* we saw 
was "The Royal Palm" hotel. These 
palm tree* occupy the tree lawn 
on the sidewalk also help to fill the 
ftpaiiou* grounds around the hotel. 
Some of these trees are fifty feet 
high and two and one-half feet in di 
a meter at the base About two-thirds 
of the trunk is a gray, looks like ce¬ 
ment striped with hands of brown. 
Above this I* a beautiful section of 
green b***k* ike it had Ixv 11 varnished 
then comes a spreading fern-like top. 

After a good nights rest wv took 
the boat in the morning at 6:30 forth* 
i|»-river trip. Our boil was the "Ada I 
May,' a gasoline launch plying be¬ 
tween Ft. Myers and I.abctle—ear-!
